AUCKLAND, New Zealand, Nov. 1.—- Addi 
tional details regarding the loss of the Union 
Line steamer Wairapa Sunday night off the 
coast of New Zealand have been received 
from passengers arriving here. Eiguty - one 
passengers and forty of the crew were saved. 
The Captain, twenty of thecrew and üfty- 
eight passengers were drowned. 

The steamship struek on the rocks at mid- 
night during heavy weather and when a’ 
rough sea was running. The passengers 
were aroused by the shock and rushed ia 
terror upon the deck, where life belts were 
served out and preparations made to lower 
the boats. The women passengers and chil- 
dren were first placed inthe boats, but sev- 
eral of the boats were capsized while being 
lowered, The crew then set to work con- 
structing rafts and rana line ashore with 
great difficulty. With the aid of a breeches 
bugy they succeeded in rescuing a number of 
people who would otherwise have been 
drowned. 

When the passengers saw the danger in 
which they were placed many pathetie and 
heart-rending scenes were witnessed, es- 
j pecially between busbands and wives and 
parents and their children, but there was no 
panic. 

It was with the greatest dificuity that the 
doats were launched, as heavy seas were 
continually breaking over the vessel which 
was soon partly submerged, thus rendering 
F (ths work of rescue more dificult than ever.

BInMIncuamM, <Ala., Nov. 1.—Passenger 
train No. 8 ofthe Kansas City, Memphis & 
Birmingham Rajiroag ‘was held up at 1 
d' cloak tus morning a few miles east of New 
Albany, Miss., by three masked men, and 
the express ear wae 3 looted of its 
contents. 

Conductor W. B. Leonard, who was in 
‘charge of the train, got into Birmingham at 
€6’clock this morning and gave the follow- 
ing facts tothe Posr-DisPatcu correspond- 
ent: 

‘*My traim pulled out of New Albany just 
about 1 o’elock thig morsing.. Shortly after 
getting under full headway the train began 

to slack up and was soon at a ‘standstill, As 
Iafterwards discovered, thrpe masked men 
had boarded the tender of the engine at New 
Albany and,covering Engineer Campbell and 
Fireman Alexander with pistols, had com- 
/pelied them to stop ata designated point in 
the woods, a few miles east of New Albany. 

**When the train was stopped I was 
in the baggage-car,. I went to the side 
door and opened it and was greeted with 
several pistol shots from one of the robbers. 
I shoved the door to, but, turning around, 1 
saw two ofthe robbers already in the tag- 
gage-car with pistelg. covering me. 

The engineer and fireman were made to 
dismount and an unsuccessfal attempt was 

made touncoupie the engine, Express Mes- 
senger Jeanette’s car was forced oper, the 
robbers covering me with pistols all the 
time, and we were forced to give up the con- 
tents of the safe. Putting these in a bag, 
the robbers backed off into the woods, with 
their pistols still pointed at us, and disap- 
peared in the darkness. We Gid not see their 
faces at any time. 

Officials of the Southern Express Co. give 
it out thatonly a lot of cheap jewelry ana 
vouchers constitute the robbers’ booty. It 
is suspected, however, that the express 
company is reticent on this subject for their 
own reasons. 

The general belief is that the robbers Were 
amateurs, although they were successful.
